In the Toils 


CCORDING to the latest reports from 
Bucharest, the Rumanian Government 

is making valiant efforts to avoid the fate 
of Czecho-Slovakia. It seems that King 
Carol’s Ministers, who visited Berchtes- 
gaden and Rome recently, were informed 
by Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini that 
Rumania must make her peace with her 
neighbours within a certain specified space 
of time; otherwise, matters will be taken 
out of her hands by the “ Axis” Powers. 
It was understood, when MM. Gigurtu 
and Manoilescu returned to Bucharest, 
that Herr Hitler had proposed the cession 
to the Magyars of a strip of territory 
along the ‘Hungarian frontier of Transyl- 
vania, and a corresponding adjustment of 
the border between Rumania and Bulgaria 
along the shores of the Black Sea. What- 
ever might, or might not, happen, it was 
fairly clear that Greater Rumania must 
give up some of her most valuable territory, 
in addition to that which already had 
been seized by Soviet Russia. Manifestly, 
King Carol’s Government is playing for 
time. In an official statement yesterday 
Monsieur Manoilescu, the Foreign Minister 
announced that arrangements were being 
made for a transfer of populations both in 
Transylvania and in the Dobrudja.: For 
twenty years, he declared, Rumania had 
carried out ““a most generous policy ”’ 
towards racial minorities—incidentally, 
Greater Rumania probably has a larger 
proportion of minorities than any other 
country in Europe. The Minister went on 
to say that his Government had decided 
now to proceed, “‘ by more radical methods, 
to a final solution of the problem.” New 
measures, he explained, were required to 
comply with the “spirit and method ” of 
the times; and he foreshadowed an 
early exchange of populations with the 
Hungarians, on the one: hand, and the 
Bulgars, on the other. By this expedient 


mollify Rumania’s neighbours, but, also to 
establish a more ‘homogeneous . nation 
within the borders of the Rumanian State. 
Doubtless, he has in mind the measures 
that were taken in Thrace and elsewhere, 
after the defeat of the Greeks by Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha twenty years ago, to delimit 
a satisfactory frontier between Turkey and 
Greece, when whole colonies of Turks and 
Greeks were transplanted wholesale with 
surprisingly good results, =.

Now that 
Rumanian policy is being dictated from 
the outside, however,, anything may 
happen. The Jews have nobody to protect 
them, with the possible exception of the 
Russians, whose policy vis-d-vis Rumania 
remains a mystery. They have . been 
reduced to servitude in Poland. The 
Slovak Constitution is being changed 
deliberately in order to ‘eliminate 
Jewish influence from the economic and 
political life of the country”; and now 
the shadow of Nuremberg is falling upon 
the ghettos of Rumania. The Gigurtu 
Government may make the poor excuse 
that it cannot afford to quarrel with the 
“Axis” Powers; but neither Hungary 
nor Bulgaria will be satisfied with the 


introduction of anti-Jewish laws. They 
want territory. What is more, they will 
not rest until they get it.

South and North 


There has been a great deal of talk 
about the Pan-American Conference within 
the last week or so. Various things seem, 
on the one hand, to have been advocated 
by the United States, and, on the other 
hand, to have been opposed by the Argen- 
tine Republic. Inasmuch as most people 
in these islands appear to accept the 
United States’ point of view without 
question, and to dispute any attitude that 
conflicts therewith, we reasonably may be 
pardoned if we desire to know whether the 
Argentine Republic is justified in its 
attitude at all. The Times of London is 
an honourable newspaper, and The Times 
can give an honourable answer. It printed, 
a day or two ago, an article in which it 
revealed, that Argentina not merely had 
certain close contacts with certain nations 
of Europe, but also had good cause to 
dislike any form of dominance by the 
United States. ‘‘ Argentines’’—we quote 
the Buenos Aires Correspondent of The 
Times are convinced that the United 
States never will supersede Europe either 
as a market for Argentine products or as 
a source of cultural inspiration.’’ He pro- 
ceeds to argue that, while the chances of 
friendship and economic co-operation 
between the United States and the Argen- 
tine Republic were particularly strong in 
1936, they had weakened very consider- 
ably within a short time afterwards, 
because President Roosevelt's ‘‘ new deal,” 
was designed to help the farmers of the 
Middle West at the expense of their Latin- 
American brothers. *‘ Argentines believe,’’ 
the correspondent continues, “that if 
they were to cut adrift from thé Old 
World and develop relations mainly with 
the United States they would soon sink to 
the level of a second-class or third-class 
Power in the Americas.’’ They refuse, 
frankly. to trust the United States— 
which, in their view, will look always after 
its own. Between the two nations—one, 
the greatest of Northern America, the 
other, the greatest of South America— 
there is bound to be an antipathy. In 
some respects they are too much alike 
from the economic point of view. Argentina 
is an agricultural State, and has nothing 
but agricultural produce to export, but— 
the United States is also agricultural. 
What sort of agreement can be reached 
between them? What can the one nation 
sell to the other that the other is likely to 
want? 

Let, us face the fact that the Argentine 
Republic has been confronted with a very 
hard choice. It is a democratic Republic 
—less democratic, perhaps, than is con- 
sistent with our view of democracy—and, 
as such, it is bound to possess a definite 


attitude in respect of the current European 


war. On the other hand, it has close ties 
with the totalitarian nations, Germany 
and Italy. It does not respect their form 
of government, but its commercial ties 
with them are strong.

Necessity, we hardly need remark at this 
stage of the world’s history, knows no law. 
It drives nations, as well as individuals, 
into the most unconventional actions, and 
the tearing down of park railings, iron 
fences round houses, and the very railings 
of graveyards to provide scrap-iron for the 
manufacture of shells is something which, 


even a year ago, would have aroused the 


keenest indignation in Great Britain. 
The Englishman’s home is his castle, and, 
possibly, out of the constant repetition of 
that phrase, he has developed his deep- 
rooted affection for moats and barricades. 
He dearly loves a walled property. A 
house is hardly a house at all unless 
.strrounded by a fence; and as for public 
property, such as parks, municipal gardens 
and playgrounds, almost before the first 
flower has been planted or the first sod cut 
for future paths, the place must be sur- 
rounded by a sturdy palisade of iron bars 
and locked up at night as if it contained 
treasure at least as valuable as the Crown 
jewels or the American gold reserve. Well, 
it is a very ill wind which blows nobody 
good, and one blessing that has come with 
the war—we admit that there does not 
seem to be any other—is that railings 
are to go. Presumably the public will be 
able to stroll through.its gardens and 
parks now at any hour of the day or night 
according to its will and inclination. So 
far there have been no reports of abuses. 
Young trees have not been molested ; 
flower gardens have not been ravaged. In 
fact, to the great astonishment of the 
authorities, we feel convinced, the people 
have behaved in a perfectly civilised and 
We have wondered often 
why the English put up for so long with 
such tedious restrictions on their personal 
liberty. After all, even the most despised 
races of ‘‘foreigners’’ can be trusted not 
to behave like lunatics—or goats—when 
they behold a tree or a bed of flowers. Far 
from being railed off, their public gardens 
meander unconfined and unmolested down 
the very centre of the streets, and 
pleasantness is made more pleasant by the 
soft splash of fountains in the rustling 
dusk. Perhaps, the departure of railings 
will awaken a new civic consciousness in 
the English breast. It may become 
conscious of those things which in the 
smallest continental city are part and the 
very parcel of life’s surroundings. Please 
God, the day will come when even dreary, 
bedraggled Dublin will waken to a sense 
of its forgotten majesty. Perhaps, some 
day it will regale itself again like a queen 
and recover for itself that place which 
it so easily. could recover, as one of the 
fairest among cities, “the flour of Cities 
all.”’ Perhaps, we may live to‘see the 
railings swept away from Saint Stephen's 
Green—which is far lovelier than the 
Tuileries gardens—and the taxi rank in 
O'Connell street banished for: the sake of 
flower beds, green lawns, and an occasional 
whispering fountain.

Cashel of the Kings 


Why is it, 1 have often wondered, that 
so many of my friends have yet to pay 
their first visit to Cashe! of the Kings? 

Not once, but many times, they have 
been to the old ecclesiastical city of 
Glendalough, and most of them have 
roamed about Royal Tara, and they can 
become eloquent about the departed glories 
of Monasterboice.

An award of £1,200, with costs and 
expenses, the amount to be levied off the 
County Borough of Cork, was made by Judge 
. K. O'Connor, in Cork Circuit Court yes- 
terday, in a claim of Mrs. Mary Roche, 
widow of the late Detective-Officer John 
Roche, who was fatally shot in Patrick 
street, Cork, on the night of January ó last. 

Mrs. Roche claimed £5,000 compensation. 

Giving his decision, Judge O'Connor said 
that he had come to the conclusion that 
Detective-Officer Roche was shot because of 
his exertions as peace officer to bring dis- 
turbers of the peace to justice. 

He added that he would treat this claim 
on the assumption that the deceased officer 
would be a sergeant if he lived. On that 
basis the widow's loss was estimated at 
£2,465, from which had to be deducted the 
annual pension of £67 12s., amounting to 
£1,316.

will receive increased wages next week, 
The Railway Wages Board yesterda 
granted them a bonus of 2s, 6d. pér w 
trom the first pay-day in July in view of 
the increase in the cost of living. The de- 
cision of the Board is open to review ab any 


time after October Ist, 1940. 

Of the four Northern companies concerned, 
the employés affected by the decision number 
5,160, and the cost to the companies will be 
somewhere about £30, per annum. 

The decision was vhe outcome of claims for 
a flat rate increase of 10s. per week by the 


National Union of Railwaymen and by the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen, and for an increase of 15 per 


cent. (or a maximum of £30 per annum) in 
the salaries of members of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association. 

In May, 1931, railway wages were reduced 
by 48 per cent. and salaries by per cent. 
for the first £100 per annum, and a fu 
14 per cent. on all salaries above £100; in 
January, 1933, wages and salaries were re- 
duced by 10 per cent., but, following a 
strike, the reduction was reduced to 7)-per 
cent., with holidays without pay; in y; 
1934, holiday payment was restored, but 
wages and salaries were reduced by 10 per 
cent. generally, and 73 per cent. under 40s. ; 
in August, 1937, wages and salaries were re- 
duced by 74 per cent. and 5 per cent. re- 
spectively, instead of by 10 per cent. and Tá 
per cent.; in October, 1939, the cut was re- 
duced further to 5 per cent. and 24 per cent., 
and in March, 1940, wages and salaries were

COMPANY CASE 


Mr. G. B. Howden, replying for the rail- 
ways, contended that the companys had not 
failed to recognise the altered circumstances 
of the staffs, because since the beginning of 
the war they had voluntarily restored 74 per 
cent. of the cut of 10 per cent. at & cost of 
£64,710 per year. The railways’ answer to 
the claims was based primarily on the 
national necessity of ensuring that the com- 
panies, as the most important providers of 
public transport services, would be able to 
maintain those services without unfairly 
adding to the burdens of the community. 
Unless the companies could achieve a sub- 
stantial surplus of earnings they would have 
no margin with which to meet emergency 
outlays. Already they had incurred heavy 
expenditure on A.R.P., and within the last 
few days A.R.P. proposals had been received 
from thie Irish authorities which would cost 
the company about £10,000. 

The cost of giving effect to the claims 
before the Board would be £124,250 per 
annum. The total net income of the G.N.R. 
in 1930 was £251,140, while in 1939 it was 
only £148,927. 

e position of the Northern Counties’ 
Committee (L.M.S.) was that the amount 
available for interest on capital fluctuated 
between a deficit of £82,451 in 1935 to a 
surplus of £30,337 in 1939. In ten years it 
had cost the parent company about 158,000 
to keep the line open. 

Dealing with the results of working during 
the first half of this year on the G.N.R., he 
said that the gross receipts were up by 
£81,831, while expenditure was increased b 
£67,414, and the net receipts were £10,581. 
Total net income was ,032, which was 
£18,793 better than the first half of last year. 

Taking fixed charges into account, the net 
earnings were £24,675, as against a loss o. 
£26,378 in the first half of 1939, which was 
an improvement of £51,055. In spite of that, 
however, there was a deficiency of £22,162 
after provision for payment of half-year’s in- 
terest on the Debenture stock, and when the 
debit carried forward was added there was a 
deficit of £48,866. Appreciation of invest- 
ments accounted for £30,934 of the improve- 
ment in the half-year.

It is as foolish as 
reading Rupert Croft-Cooke’s “ Night Out,” 
and condemning modern literature, of 
Wycherly’s “‘The Country Wife” and con- 
demning the literature of yesterday. To one 
section of the contestants anything before 
George Meredith was “ sentimental’’; to 
others anything later than Kipling or more 
baisasel than “ The Good Companions” is 
“ irty.”” 

To give them their due, most of the modern 
intellectual school have read a good deal of 
pre-Freudian work ; but can one say the same 
for the anti-modernists? Most of them have 
merely been shown a little “ potted Freud ”’ 
in some dein peste furtively at the first 
chapter of ‘‘ Ulysees,” or trembled with 
delicious horror at Cahell’s “ Jurgen.”

If they 
did they might not approve of either theories 
or style, but they would be forced to admit 
the futility of lumping these sturdy indivi- 
dualists together under the heading of 
“modern art.”

It is only people with nasty minds 
who are shocked by realism if it is presented 
naked and unadorned with pornographic 
innuendo. Any piece of art which expresses 
truth cannot be bad art, because truth never 
harmed anyone yet. It terrifies some ple, 
though. Is there not a faint tone of bleating 
fear in the chorus of protest raised against 
‘modernity’ in your columns just as there 
is a note of angry doubt in the roarings of 
its champions. Incidentally, one of the purest 
and finest-limned works of art which I have 
ever had the pleasure of reading was 
Christopher Isherwood’s “Mr, Norris Ch 
Trains,’ and almost every character in it was 
a type not mentioned in polite society.
